Letters (and that very truly) that he could do nd more

-On: Thurſday comes down Sir Thomas Barrington 
and Mr: Grim/ton as a Committee from the Houle, 
who comming into the market place before'the pri- 
ſon-door (the Town Hall not able to recewe the 
leaſt part of the multitude ) there publiſhed/'two 
Ordersfromthe Houſe, one wherein Sir Fobhn Lycas 
and. his adherence were praclaimed gulty of high 
Treaſon for intending to afliſt the King. - Another 
whetein thanks-were given the People for the good 
ſervice they had done , yet they were told withal, 
that their A& of Plundering was againſt the ſenſe 
of the Houſe. Some of the agents in that work,

* Friday was deſigned for the carrying up of the 
Traytors (Sir Fob Lucas and Newcomin) for whom 
there was one Meſſenger come from the Black Rod, 
and another from the Serjeant at Arms, (for the 
Ladieswere declared no Priſoners after they had layn 
in the common Goal four days.) When the time of 
their departure was come, many thouſands of peo- 
ple were. gathered together (both of Fown and 
Country) a Drum being ſtruck up to give them 
warning. The Coaches are come, and the Pnſon- 
ers called ferth ; only Mr. Newcazm they darednot 
carry forth as yet, becauſe the people threatned to 
tear him in pieces; as afſluredly they had done, had 
not Mr. Grim/ton's care been very great, who place- 
ing a-Court of Guard on each fide of Sir Thomas 
Barrington's Coach from the Priſon door, brought 
him forth unexpectedly, and puthimintothe Coach, 
the people then not daring to ſtrike or ſtone him, 
leſt the miſchief intended on him ſhould light on 
Sir Thomas Barrington.

cloaths, and made fo clean work with one, that 
they left him not a Shirt ta cover his Nakedneſs. -

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There was one of the Children, an Infant lying 
in the Cradle, they rob'd that, and left not the 
little poor Soul a rag ro defend 1t from the cold, 
They took away all the Iron, Pewter and Braſs,and 
a very fair Cup-board of Glafſes, which they could 
not carry away, they broke to pieces : and the four 
Horſes lately redeemed, are with them lawful prizg 
again, andleft nothing of all the Goods but a few 
ſtools for his Wife, Children and Servants, to fit 
down and bemoan their diſtrefſed Condition. Hay- 
ing taken away all, and being gone, Miſtris Swift, 
in compaſlion to her poor Infant in the Cradle, 
took it up almoſt ſtarved with cold, and wrapped 
it in a Petty-coat which ſhe took off from her elf; 
and now hoped, that having nething to loſe would 
be a better protection for their Perſons, than that 
which ſhe purchaſed of Captain Kirle for thirty 
fhillings. But as 1f Fobs Meſſenger would never 
make an end, her three Maid-ſervants, whom they 
of the Caſtle had compelled to carry the Poultry 
to the Caſtle, return and tell ther Maiſtris, tha fl 
they 1n the Caſtle ſaid, That they had a Warrant x; 
tofeze upon Miſtris Swift, and bring her into the gr 
Caſtle ; and that they would make her three Maid tal 
ſervants wait on her there, threatning to plunder al f fo 
under the Petty-coat; and other uncivil 1immodeſt Wdiſ 
words, not fit for them to ſpeak, or me to write. 
Hereupon Miſtris Swift fled to the place where herbai 
Husband, for fear of the Rebels, had withdrawnWths: 
himſelf : She had not been gone two hours, butfwa 
they come from the Caſtle, and bring with chemWdec 
three Teems, to carry away what was before deWhho 
figned for Plunder, but wanted means of convey-ſlma 
ance. When they came, amongſt other _ tha 
there was a Batch of Bread hot 1n the Oven, X ;

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they ſeize on, Ten Children on their knees intrea* 
but for one Loaf, and at laſt with much immportuni- 

obtained 1t © but before the children had eaten it, 
they took even that one Loaf away, and left them 
xr ug of a morſel of Bread amongſt ten Chil- 
dren. Ranſacking every corner of the houſe, that 
nothing might be left behind, they find a ſmall 
Pewter diſh, in which the dry Nurſe had put Pap 
to feed the poor Infant, the Mother which gave it 
ſuck being fled to ſave her Life, this they ſeize on 
t00, The Nurſe 1intreats, for Gods ſake, that they 
would ſpare that, pleading, that in the Mothers ab- 
ſence 1t was all the ſuſtenance which was or could 
be provided to ſuſtain the life of the Child, and 
on her knees intreated to ſhew mercy unto the 
Child, that knew not the right hand ſro the left, 2 
motive which prevailed with God himſelf, though 
juſtly incenſed againſt Nineveh. But to ſhew what 
Bowels of Compaſſion and Mercy are to be expe&t- 
& in Sectaries, and how far they are from being 
Diſciples to him who ſays, Be ye merciful, a5 Your 
Father which is in heaven is merciful. They tran(- 
greſs that precept of our Saviour 7 he Letter, and 
take away the Childrens meat and give it unto dogs; 
for throwing the Pap to the dogs, they put up the 
diſh as lawful prize. 

Maſter ws; eldeſt ſon, a youth, ſeeing this 
barbarous cruelty, demanded of them a reaſon of 
this ſo hard uſage : they replyed, That his Father 
was a Traitor tothe King and Parhament, and ad- 
ded, that they would keep them ſo ſhort, that they 
ſhould eat the very Fleſh from their Arms; and to 
make good their word, they threaten the Muller, 
that if he ground any Corn for theſe Children, they 
would grind him 1n his own Mull ; and not content-

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ed with this, they go to Mr. Swifts next Nei] 
bour ( whoſe Inter was his Servant) and tak 
him Priſoner, they examine him upon oath wha 
goods of Mr. Swifts he had in his cuſtody, he pn 
 fefling that he had none, they charge him to tak 
his daughter away from Mr. Swifts Ek. or ell 
they threaten ta Plunder him, and to make fun 
work they make him give them ſecurity to obey al 
their commands : terrified with this, the Neh 
bours ſtand afar off, and pity the diſtreſſed Cor 
+ dition of theſe perſecuted Ghildren, . but dare ng 
come or ſend to their reheft : by this means.th 
Children and Servants had no ſuſtenance, hardj 
any thing to cover them, from Friday f1x a clod 
atnight, until Saturday twelve at night, until at lal 
the Neighbours moved with the Jamentable cr 
and complaints of the Children and Servants, one 
of the Neighbours over-logking all difficulties, and 
ſhewing that he durſt be charitable 1n deſpite 
theſe Monſters, ventured in and broughtthem ſomt 
proviſion. And if the World wopld know whatt 
was that ſo exaſperated theſe Rebels againſt thy 
Gentleman; the Earl of Stamford, a man that x 
not bound to give an account of all his a&ion;

Reſolution to the Defendants : therefore not aom- 
I'd by want, but rather to bravethe Rebels, th 
Ellyed out, and brought in eight Cows and a Bull 
into the Caſtle, without the loſs of a Man, or a 
Man wounded. At another time, five Boys fetche 
in four Cows. They that ſtood on the Hills, cal-

to the aſſault : an mntation of the Turkyh practice

cued them by Sir Ralph Hopton , after the famous 
Battle of Liskard: During the time of their im- 
priſonment, they offer them Conditions on which 
they may purchaſe their liberty ; viz. to pay three Þ 
hundred pound ; to take an Oath never any more 
to aflift the King with Horſe, Arms, or Money: 
But being delivered on far better terms , he was 
not long after impriſoned for giving God publick 
thanks for Is deliverance.
